RESPECT OUR RIVER 


White Cliffs Countryside Project clean-up volunteers have spoken out about the "utterly 
depressing" state of the River Dour in Dover. 

Workers spent hours collecting rubbish along Barton Path and left a pile consisting of an old 
trolley, six traffic cones and a collection of bottles and bags to be collected later. But within less 
than a day almost all the rubbish had been thrown back in the river. 

Those behind the clean-up project are urging people in Dover to respect the town and its 
natural beauty by keeping it tidy.

WHEN Deal man Andy Muir was 
set upon by a group of youths, the 
last thing he expected was to end 
up in a police cell. 

But after sustaining facial injuries and 
bruises in a vicious attack, he was the one 
arrested and charged. 

Mr Muir, 46, had tried to defend himself 
against his attackers and as a result was 
accused of assault. 

He said: “The whole thing happened so 
quickly, but it began when I saw one of the 
kids, who was drunk, trying to get into a car to 
drive. 

“Two girls were telling him not to, so I went 
over to try to stop him. A group of kids sur¬ 
rounded me and one of them spat at my feet. 

“I’m a gardener and my van is always full of 
implements, so I grabbed a hatchet to protect 
myself. I dropped it before they got near, then 
I was jumped by about seven of them.” 

According to Mr Muir, five police cars and 
ten officers attended the incident, which took 
place in the Stanhope Road car park on 
Thursday at about 6.30pm. 

Mr Muir said: “I was covered in blood when 
the police turned up. They said they were 
embarrassed but had to arrest me because one 
of the kids said I’d hit him with the hatchet. 

“I may have scratched him when I was try¬ 
ing to defend myself, but I definitely didn’t hit 
him with it.” 

Mr Muir, a former youth worker, says he has 
seen a rise in the amount of anti-social behav¬ 
iour in Deal. He said: “For the last six weeks 
we’ve rung the non-emergency number count¬ 
less times but the police are no help.” 

Other residents have also lodged complaints.

Bus route that 
leaves elderly 
folk wanting

ELDERLY people in Deal 
are finding themselves pay¬ 
ing high taxi fares due to an 
insufficient bus route to 
their doctor’s surgery. 

The Balmoral practise has recently 
been moved from Queen Street in 
north Deal to Canada Street, 
Walmer, and patients are finding the 
distance a problem. 

Many have found the bus service 
inadequate, with at least two 
changes required to get to the new 
surgery. 

A petition has now been started 
calling for bus operator Stagecoach to 
address the situation and provide a 
better service for people living in the 
north Deal area. 

Mayor of Deal, Bill Gardner, said: 
“Even the bus service that does run 
fails to bring people near enough to 
the new surgery. 

“What we want is for Stagecoach to 
run a route from the north end of 
Deal up to the Balmoral surgery car 
park from between 8am-11am and 
then 2.30pm-6pm. 

“A lot of elderly people who live 


here have been paying six pounds in 
taxi fares to the surgery and then six 
pounds back. 

“There’s an agreement from senior 
doctors to help us run a petition.” 

Town councillor Bryan Henderson 
has also been approached by resi¬ 
dents fearing they may have to 
change doctors. 

He said: “People put a lot of trust in 
their doctor so they don’t want to just 
leave and go to another one. 

“There are a lot of elderly people in 
this area who need to be able to get to 
the surgery so we’re talking to 
Stagecoach to see what they can do.” 

Paul Clark, operations manager at 
Stagecoach, said: “I’ve only just heard 
about the problems with this and I’ve 
told Cllr Henderson I will respond to 
him as soon as possible. 

‘We always take our customer’s 
view points on board before making 
decisions. 

‘We also have regular reviews of 
the networks so in this case if we can 
do something in the current schedule 
then we will do our best.” 

But in a letter to Your Dover, Cllr 
Gardner stated that Stagecoach had 
so far been “extremely unhelpful” in 
the matter. 

He asks people visiting the 
Balmoral surgery sign the petition. 


'Police are no 
help' against 
young people

One woman, who asked not to be 
named, said: “I’m too embarrassed to 
have friends and family to stay now. 
The police don’t do a thing.” 

A Kent Police spokesman said: ‘We 
are aware young people congregate 
in this area. 

“Patrols have been stepped up and 
alcohol has been confiscated. 

“Residents are being visited by Sgt 
Nicky Steele of Deal’s neighbourhood 
policing team. Sgt Steele has also 
arranged for a site meeting to look at 
the possibility of temporary cameras 
being installed to monitor problems. 

“There was an incident on 
Thursday, when we were told that a 
man with an axe allegedly confront¬ 
ed a group of youths. 

“He was arrested and released on 
bail while officers investigate. It is 
also alleged the man was attacked by 
some of the youngsters.” 

Cash for charity 

KENT radio station Invicta FM has 
donated almost £2,000 to a charity 
that helps children with disabilities. 

Pegasus Play Scheme provides a 
summer play group offering activi¬ 
ties for children with difficulties with 
the help of teenage volunteers. 

Invicta FM teamed up with V 
Charity, which helps bring opportu¬ 
nities to young people in Kent, to 
help fund the scheme and donated 
£1,970, which will pay for training of 
the volunteers and a supervisor. 

Pegasus is open to people across 
Kent and offers parents and carers 
help during the holidays, alleviating 
the stresses often involved with look¬ 
ing after a disabled child.

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Incinerator idea heats up debate 


AN INVESTIGATION by Channel 
Four into waste disposal has revealed 
an incinerator could be considered for 
a site in Whitfield. 

At least 30 councils across Britain 
have identified possible sites which 
could house incinerators in an 
attempt to deal with the growing 
amount of waste across the country. 

But Phil Scrivener at Kent County 
Council believes it’s still too early to 
consider the idea. 

He said: “It’s far too soon to even 
think an incinerator could be built in 
Whitfield. There are four potential 
sites in Kent - one could be used or 
none at all. 


“This is simply part of our Waste 
Development Framework which 
guides planning decisions about 
waste. It’s nothing new and a long way 
off if anything was to happen.” 

Steve Dawe, press officer for Kent 
Green Party, thinks the council should 
focus instead on a zero waste 
approach, including the use of com¬ 
posts and an increase in recycling. 

He said: “Councils that are supply¬ 
ing waste for incinerators are not 
being able to improve recycling to 
reach their maximum achievable tar¬ 
get. Incinerators release dioxins into 
the environment as well as causing a 
large number of vehicle movements. 


“Dover already has extreme traffic 
congestion and emissions from the 
ferries at the port. By building an 
incinerator, heavy goods vehicles car¬ 
rying waste will all be moving to one 
specific point. 

“Dover doesn’t have a good recycling 
record. The best thing they can do is 
make sure they have a good kerbside 
collection from people directly.” 

KCC, however, is adamant an incin¬ 
erator is not planned for the immedi¬ 
ate future. 

Mr Scrivener said: ‘We’re a long way 
off from any decisions or even the sug¬ 
gestion that an incinerator could be 
built.” 
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Nature reserve idea 
all set to take flight 



Farmland to be put 
to more productive 
use with your help

ONE of the most spectacular 
nature reserves in southern 
England is planned for farmland 
between Sandwich and Deal. 

The Royal Society for the Protection of Birds 
is close to completing the purchase of three 
farms near Worth in one of the most exciting 
projects undertaken in its 119-year history. 

The Lydden Valley already hosts a range of 
marshland birds, but their numbers are a frac¬ 
tion of what they once were. Like so many 
marshland areas, drainage for agriculture 
reduced the Lydden Valley’s appeal to wildlife 
drastically, but now the RSPB intends to 
reverse the process. 

It is hoped 235 hectares (581 acres) of the val¬ 
ley can be brought into RSPB ownership, but 
there is still the small matter of more than 
£1,460,000 of funding needed. The full cost of 
purchase and management over the first four 
years will be more than £2,600,000, with 
£1,151,000 having been seemed through grant 
aid. To this end, the RSPB has launched a pub¬ 
lic appeal to help it reach the final total. 

Alan Parker is the RSPB’s Kent reserves 
manager and will be overseeing the project. He 


said: “Several linked pieces of farmland in the 
Lydden Valley have become available to buy at 
the same time -1 can’t imagine an opportunity 
like this coming up again in my lifetime.” 

Once-common marshland birds like red¬ 
shank, lapwing and snipe could again be a reg¬ 
ular sight and sound in the valley, their num¬ 
bers having plummeted across much of the 
country following wetland drainage. 

And this is the key to the RSPB’s plans: the 
drainage pipes which were used to lower the 
water table will be broken up so much of the 
site will revert to wet grazing marsh. Also 
restored will be the land’s ancient network of 
‘grips’ - shallow watercourses that provide 
feeding areas for wading-bird chicks. 

In a nice twist, John Wheadon, the man who 
laid the pipes some 25 years ago, is the same 
individual who will be breaking them up. Work 
is expected to start in September. 

Two chunks of woodland will be included, 
while a 30-acre reedbed will also be developed. 

The latter should attract bitterns, arguably the 


most iconic of all wetland birds and brought to 
the edge of extinction in the UK before groups 
such as the RSPB stepped in. Indeed, it was the 
search for potential bittern sites that brought the 
area to the society’s attention some 10 years ago. 

The land is naturally marshy, and in reality 
the drainage never worked as intended. 

“It’s not as if we’re taking away valuable 
farmland from the nation,” said Mr Parker. “As 
agricultural land, it’s not up to much - it should 
never have been drained in the first place.” 

As if the ravages of farming hadn’t been 
enough, the coal-mining industry also took its 
toll, a slag-heap having destroyed an extraord¬ 
inary marsh at Cottington Court. 

This was a site that held breeding birds such 
as little bittern, Baillon’s crake (probably) and 
Montagu’s harrier, two of which are not even 
regular nesters in this country. 

If the RSPB gets it right at the Lydden, just 
maybe Kent can welcome them back.

Wear your 
yellow vest 
or be nicked 


A NEW law in France insisting 
that all drivers carry a fluores¬ 
cent vest in their vehicle is caus¬ 
ing confusion at the Port of Dover. 

Many holidaymakers queuing for ferries 
across the Channel are unaware they should 
legally be carrying one until they arrive at 
the port. 

Those caught without a vest could find 
themselves slapped with an on-the-spot fine 
of £100 if caught by French police, although 
currently a three-month honeymoon period 
is in progress with warnings being issued 
instead of fines. 

The new law, which came in on July 1, is 
part of a health and safety campaign on 
French roads featuring fashion designer 
Karl Lagerfeld, head designer at Chanel. 

But two weeks after the rule came in, less 
than half travelling with major operator 
P&O Ferries had a vest in their vehicle. 

As drivers arrived for sailings, staff at the 
port checked to see if travellers were carry¬ 
ing one. 

Brian Rees, of P&O Ferries, said: “More 
than half, 56 per cent, didn’t. The message 
simply hasn’t got through.

“It’s cheap and easy to comply, so it is crazy 
not to stay on the right side of the law with 
this one. It makes safety sense anyway.” 

But some drivers were unaware of the new 
law stating that no one prior to their arrival 
in Dover had informed them of the changes. 

Day-trippers Antony and Marianne 
Collins, from Thanet, were among those 
without a high-visibility vest in their car. 

Mrs Collins said: “We had no idea of this 
until we arrived for the ferry. 

“I understand the safety issues but there 
was no advanced warning so I hope the 
French police aren’t too strict about it at the 
moment. 

“We come over on day trips quite a lot as 
we’re both retired and it’s very quick to get to 
Dover from where we live. 

“We’re going to have to buy a vest now - 
rather that than a £100 fine.” 

The vests are available at the AA Travel 
Shop at the Port of Dover. 

They can be bought at various outlets at 
about £10 for two.

Coastguard strikers 
backed by MP Gwyn 

GWYN Prosser MP has shown his support for 
Dover Coastguard staff in their pay dispute. 

In their third strike of the year, workers 
picketed outside the Swingate base to protest 
about grading and low wages. 

The strikers, who are all members of the 
Public and Commercial Services Union (PCS), 
are unhappy about being graded at a lower 
level than other emergency services. 

Staff from operations rooms across the coun¬ 
try also took industrial action in March and 
April to fight their case with the Maritime and 
Coastguard Agency (MCA). 

After the action at the weekend, a spokes¬ 
man said: “It went well. Gwyn Prosser came 
down to show his support. 

“It’s all to do with grading as we are on a 
lower level than other emergency services and 
civil servants and this shouldn’t be the case. 

“We’ve had a lot of support from the com¬ 
munity. When people ring up about tides and 
the weather, they wish us luck with the action. 

“But we don’t know what will happen as we 
haven’t heard anything from the Maritime 
and Coastguard Agency.” 

Mr Prosser, who served as an officer in the 
Merchant Navy for more than 20 years, visit¬ 
ed the picket-line on Saturday. 

He said: “The poor industrial relations in the 
MCA is an indictment of management’s fail¬ 
ure to recognise the abysmally low salaries our 
coastguards receive and demonstrates their 
lack of resolve in settling the dispute amicably. 

“This is not just another pay dispute. It’s a 
serious effort to settle a long-standing griev¬ 
ance about grading which allows the MCA to 
pay some officers as little as £12,000 a year. 

“I know how important the Coastguard serv¬ 
ice is to mariners. I will do whatever I can to 
help.” 

Peter Cardy, chief executive of the MCA, said 
he had urged coastguard staff not to strike 
but that cover had been put in place over the 
24-hour period.

j-1| Who or what brought you to Dover? 

A I used to teach at Dover borstal and I loved 
the area. When I retired I thought I’d like 
to move back, so I moved to Denton. Denton is 
a little village between Dover and Canterbury 
- most people know it from the pub The 
Jackdaw Inn. There’s only about 200-300 
people here - it really is lovely. 

QWIiat is it like being a Dover district councillor? 

A lt’s absolutely wonderful to be involved in 
helping people in the community. I was a 
councillor in Canterbury in the 1980s and I 
decided I wanted to get back into the Labour 
Party again. In Dover at the moment there is 
such a strong movement in the Labour group. 
I was elected to represent Aylesham and it’s 
great to be involved again in giving people 
what they need. 

Q What is your main aim as a councillor and what do you 
want for the people you represent? 

A I want good-quality jobs to be brought into 
the area. It’s not just about work, but about 
quality. We don’t just want unskilled employ¬ 
ment, but the opportunity for people in Dover 
and Aylesham to get training and access to the 
facilities they need. 

This is something that I believe is very 
important for people in the area. 

I also want there to be a lot more leisure 
facilities for people here. With the 12,000 hous¬ 


es planned, I think there needs to be a lot more 
leisure facilities for residents. This will encour¬ 
age people to take part in sport and lead a 
healthy lifestyle. 

In the development plan there are proposals 
for a leisure centre in Aylesham, which is 
great. I’m looking forward to those plans going 
ahead and for people in my ward to have the 
facilities they deserve. 

I would also like to see Dover Leisure Centre 
refurbished as it’s become really run-down 
over the years. These are things that Dover 
District Council needs to support. 

QWhat is your favourite thing about the area? 

A I would have to say the countryside and 
history. There is so much history here. I 
would love to see the organ in Maison Dieu 
House playing music again. Western Heights, 
near where I previously worked, is also lovely. 
There are a few historical places in Dover that 
are rarely open to the public, so it would be 
lovely to see this happen.

Are there any negative aspects to living in Denton?

What was it like working at Dover borstal? 


A I really enjoyed it. It was very small and 
was kind of like a streamlined grammar 
school for those boys bright enough. There 
were only about seven or eight in my class, so 
it was a good pupil-teacher ratio. I was teach¬ 
ing O-levels and I had a 100 per cent pass rate. 

It was a lovely job and extremely rewarding. 
Many of the boys were in there for drug 
offences - not necessarily selling them, but 
taking them. They took a six-month course 
and, as I said, I had 100 per cent pass rate. I 
thought it was a good thing for them to do. 


A The one really annoying thing is the fact 
that BT will not connect us to broadband.

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Drug arrests rise after 
dealers are targeted

CRIME across the county has 
dropped by 10.3 per cent in the last 
year, according to the latest statistics. 

A total of 15,133 fewer offences were commit¬ 
ted between April, last year, and this March, com¬ 
pared with the previous year. 

But the same figures revealed an rise of 18 per 
cent in offences relating to drugs. 

Reductions were seen in the areas of violent 
crime, criminal damage, burglary and vehicle 
crime. 

Police say the rise in drugs offences is a result 
of the work undertaken to destroy networks. 

The force said the total of 3,524 recorded drugs 
offences - up 548 on 2007 - was because of offi¬ 
cers’ success in destroying supply networks. 

Assistant Chief Constable Gary Beautridge 
called the latest figures “good news”. 

He said: “It is encouraging that the number of 
crimes being committed continues to fall even 
now and we will work hard to continue to improve 
the reductions we’ve seen in the last year.” 

Police said across the county the chances of 
being a victim of crime are decreasing, with 80 
offences to every 1,000 persons. 

This figure is higher than in the neighbouring 
county of Surrey, but police have stressed a “like 
for like” comparison is not appropriate as Kent 
has more areas of deprivation. 

Mr Beautridge said: “The commitment of Kent 
Police, our officers and staff, and the help we 
receive from the public have all contributed 
towards this excellent achievement in tackling 
and reducing crime. 

“Our neighbourhood policing teams have 
formed close relationships with the communities 
they are protecting and serving, enabling officers 
to deal with local crime issues more easily.” 

He added that the increase in reported drug 
offences was a reflection of the good work of offi¬ 
cers in this area. 


“Context must be applied here, as this shows 
we are targeting drug dealers,” he said. 

“No one wants to see dealers in the midst of a 
community, selling drugs to children. If we are 


contacted by concerned people we will act to com¬ 
bat this menace. My message to the drug dealers 
is: watch out. We will come after you and you will 
end up in prison.” 


KCC defends 
Zimbabwe 
shares link 

THE Green Party has accused 
Kent County Council of supporting 
Robert Mugabe’s “despotic” regime 
in Zimbabwe. 

The party claims KCC has more 
than a £100 million in shares in 
companies which have some 
involvement with the troubled 
African state. They say the author¬ 
ity has ignored calls for an ethical 
investment policy. 

The Greens say KCC has £109.5 
million invested in companies they 
claim have links with Zimbabwe. 

These are mining groups Anglo 
American and Rio Tinto, oil giants 
BP and Shell and banks Standard 
Chartered and Barclays. 

Spokesman Stuart Jeffrey said: 
“The Mugabe regime has been con¬ 
demned by all the major parties in 
the UK, yet county councillors 
refuse to consider the effects of 
their inaction. 

“Councillors should be called to 
account for their part in supporting 
unethical investments in the face of 
almost universal condemnation. 

“David Cameron has called for 
his party to examine its morals 
when it comes to investing, yet both 
Tory and Lib Dem councillors are 
prepared to maintain invest¬ 
ments.” 

A KCC spokesman said: “The 
council is responsible for the man¬ 
agement of the £2.6billion Kent 
pension fund. The fund covers 
about 200 public sector employers 
in the county and has about 40,000 
scheme members and another 
40,000 pensioners. 

“The fund committee has to get 
the best returns it can, otherwise 
the burden of the costs of pensions 
could fall on taxpayers. We leave 
decisions about which companies to 
invest in to investment managers 
as we need to maximise our returns 
and hold the managers accountable 
for their performance.”

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Hook up with a book for 
the Kent Year of Reading

'LIFE is so much better when you 
read’ - an enduring message and one 
that is at the heart of the 2008 Kent 
Year of Reading - the county’s contri¬ 
bution to the national campaign. 

Designed to boost literacy levels and encourage 
everyone to make reading part of their daily 
lives, the year-long programme was launched at 
County Hall in Maidstone in April. 

School children joined Kent County Council 
cabinet members on a sofa, a bed and deckchairs 
for a morning of storytelling, to help illustrate 
great places to read. 

Getting as many people as possible involved in 
the campaign has been made easier thanks to a 
broad programme of events in the county 
libraries. 

There was a ‘Living Library’ in Sevenoaks - 
one of only four nationwide - which allowed cus¬ 
tomers to borrow people from different profes¬ 
sions and walks of life for a conversation, and a 
‘Library in the Park’ in Dartford which opened 
on July 1 so that books could be browsed and bor¬ 
rowed in the great outdoors. 

Inspiration 

Other activities have included incentive 
schemes to encourage reading, author talks and 
a song writing competition in Dover - reinforcing 
the message that the skill of reading is vital in all 
aspects of life including music. 

More activities are planned - the most imme¬ 
diate is this year’s Reading Challenge which has 
an Olympic theme and encourages young people 
to spend some of the long summer break with 
their noses in books. 

The campaign has also been the inspiration 
behind the Kent Story - county council leader 
Paul Carter penned an opening chapter for 12 
books, one for each district, which are travelling 
from school to school with pupils writing their

own contribution to continue the tales. 

The project is being guided by the imaginations 
of the county’s young writers and artists and the 
finished books will be put on display at County 
Hall and then in libraries across the county. 

Work is also going on with prison inmates, 
young offenders and adult learners - with a 
focus on how improved literacy levels can open 
doors and radically change prospects at work 
and at home. 

“At the heart of all this activity is the determi¬ 
nation to change people’s attitudes to reading, 
particularly among those who don’t consider it 
important or relevant to their lives,” says strate¬ 
gic manager Gill Bromley, who is leading the 
project. 

“The Kent Year of Reading is not just about 
events - although these are a wonderful way to 
encourage the community to get involved. 


“Our main aim is to target those people for 
whom reading presents a challenge or isn’t that 
important. 

Vital 

“The best way to change this mindset is to 
encourage and promote the idea that literacy can 
help in so many aspects of life - it’s not just about 
settling down with a novel - but vital for surfing 
the net, applying for a passport or even reading 
the instructions on the microwave.” 

What about 2009 and beyond - will all this 
activity just stop? “Absolutely not,” says Ms 
Bromley. “The most important thing for us will 
be to establish the Kent Year of Reading’s legacy 
and ensure that this commitment to improving 
literacy levels and generating reading passion 
continues. Every year should be a Year of 
Reading.” 


Officers to 
lead way 
with e-life 
initiative 

A LEADERSHIP Academy has 
been launched by Kent police to 
develop the abilities of all officers - 
from police community support offi¬ 
cers to area commanders. 

It will record each participant’s 
developing abilities on the force’s 
internal internet - giving officers an 
“e-life” of how they are getting on in 
the training programmes. 

The academy was set up at the 
request of Chief Constable Michael 
Fuller, at the force headquarters in 
Maidstone, to spot and develop 
leadership talent and, ultimately, 
achieve higher standards of per¬ 
formance. 

The academy training is being tai¬ 
lored specifically to Kent’s needs. 

This includes live simulation 
training to test leadership and deci¬ 
sion-making skills in a range of sce¬ 
narios and critical incident situa¬ 
tions. 

Participants update their “e-life” 
regularly to show how their 
approach to their day-to-day work 
has benefited. 

Mr Fuller said: “Leadership is 
important at every level in the 
force. 

“We look to select leaders who 
inspire, motivate, set standards, 
support their staff and recognise 
good work. 

“This is why I was keen to invest 
in ensuring we have skilled and tal¬ 
ented leaders for the future. 

“I believe, through an innovative 
approach to training that includes 
live simulation of a range of scenar¬ 
ios our leaders could encounter, we 
will continue to improve our per¬ 
formance. 

“The feedback from those who 
have already taken part in the pro¬ 
gramme has been resoundingly 
positive.”

Michael jets off on 
fellowship mission

A FORMER Dover Grammar 
School for Boys pupil has been 
selected to take part in the Prime 
Minister’s Global Fellowship. 

The scheme sees 100 school leavers a year 
heading off to a developing country to com¬ 
plete a research project about 
globalisation. 

Michael Hornsey, 18, was 
selected to travel to India for six 
weeks to learn about Britain’s 
role in the global economy. 

Before his departure on 
Saturday, Michael said: “The 
first two weeks in India will be 
spent learning about other cul¬ 
tures and awareness. Then we 
spend two weeks working in a 
school where we carry out our 
research projects. 

“Mine is about the comparison 
in education between here and 
India. I’m working on this with a person I 
met during the selection process. We were 
working on the same kind of project and 
were paired together. The last two weeks are 


spent in a big business, such as Tesco or 
Shell. We’ll be shown how these companies 
have offices around the world and the way in 
which they work. All the places we’ll visit 
will be great, but a lot of us are particularly 
interested in visiting the businesses.” 

Michael recently completed A-levels in 
History, French, Latin and English and is 
one of 40 school leavers assigned to spend 
six weeks in India. 

The other 60 teenagers involved in the 
scheme have gone to Brazil or 
China. Michael is one of only two 
Kent youngsters to take part in 
the Government initiative. 

He said: “The programme is to 
help young people understand 
how globalisation affects all coun¬ 
tries, including Britain. We will 
share the findings of our projects 
when we get back. I’m really look¬ 
ing forward to the trip as it’s 
something I’m very interested in. 

“I’d like to have a job where I can 
travel and understand what goes 
on in other parts of the world.” 
Before the group jetted off to 
India, Prime Minister Gordon Brown left a 
recorded message stating the importance of 
the trip and how it is crucial that Britain 
keeps up within the global economy.

Who or what brought you to Dover? 

Education. In London the schools weren't as good. 
Now one of my children has a good degree and the 
other an extremely good job. We moved here in 1981. 

I remember driving the van into Shepherdswell 27 
years ago. I've got four grandchildren now. 

What is your favourite thing about Dover? 

Dover is in need of so much help. I was travelling the 
world because of my job in oil and I didn't feel I was 
doing much for the community. My wife was doing 
quite a lot, so when I retired I got into local politics. 
This was in Tony Blair's heyday. I got on to the district 
council on a landslide and then the county council. 

If you could change anything about the area, 
what would it be? 

The health service and getting a main hospital here. 
There is an aged population and as people get older 
they worry about health provision. The regeneration 
is a good thing and I hope a cable car will be brought 
in to go up to the castle. I asked about having one 
when I was on the council and the seed seems to be 
growing. We need more shops and a park-and-ride. 
The transport system needs to be improved as there 
are a lot of elderly people in the villages.

Family tough 

it to the top 



FROM dodging bullets to 
scoring hits, the Cherry- 
holmes family have truly 
triumphed over adversity 

This unlikely-looking group are one 
of the hottest acts on the Amercian 
bluegrass scene, blowing audiences 
away with their talent. 

Their first album to be released on 
a record label reached number three 
in the Billboard bluegrass chart and 
earned them a Grammy nomination, 
but just nine years ago half their 
members had never even picked up 
an instrument. 

It was a terrible tragedy which 
prompted parents Jere and Sandy 
Lee to bring music into the family’s 
lives. 

In 1999 their oldest daughter 
Shelly died from chronic heart 
problems, aged just 20. 

It was a dreadful time, not helped 
by the fact that the family were 
living in a tough Los Angeles neigh¬ 
bourhood. 

The children frequently had to do 
their homework while crouched 
between their beds because of the 
threat of drive-by shootings, so a trip 
to a bluegrass festival provided the 
chance briefly to escape their 


problems and their grief. It was their 
first exposure to a genre which 
seemed completely alien, given their 
background, but the experience 
inspired Jere and Sandy to 
incorporate music in their children’s 
home schooling. 

It became a core part of their 
studies, which then developed into 
hours of playing together every 
night. 

The children were aged between 
six and 15 at the time, but less than 
six months later the family were 
performing professionally. 

Eldest daughter Cia Leigh began 
learning the guitar at the age of 15 
but switched to the banjo, which she 
plays with outstanding power, and 
she is also a gifted singer. 

Her brother B J picked up a fiddle 
for the first time at 11 and is 
compared to some of the finest 
fiddlers in the business. 

Skip is an excellent guitar picker 
with an aggressive rhythm style and 
left-handed Molly Kate plays fiddle, 
sings and writes songs to an 
astonishing level. Jere plays upright 
bass and sings, while Sandy Lee’s 
mandolin, banjo and yodelling are 
real crowd pleasers. 

The family spend about 300 days a 


year on the road, bunking in the bus 
and sharing passenger duty as Jere 
drives through the night. 

They self-released three albums 
before being signed to Skaggs Family 
Records and have toured inter¬ 
nationally, as well as being regulars 
at the historic Grand Ole Opry in 
Nashville. 

They will be stopping off in 
Maidstone on their way to headline 
the Cambridge Folk Festival. 

Cherryholmes will be joined on the 
bill by Elizabeth Cook, who is 
described as “a bona fide country 
singer”. A true traditional singer in 
the style of Loretta Lynn or Connie 
Smith, she appeared at the Grand 
Ole Opry more than 100 times before 
releasing her acclaimed debut 
album, Hey YAH. 

She is a talented singer, having co¬ 
written nine of the 11 tracks on her 
latest album Balls - including the 
brash anthem Sometimes It Takes 
Balls To Be A Woman. 

The gig starts at 8pm and tickets 
cost £14 in advance or £16 on the 
door.

No more action

WHEN Jackie Chan first 
heard about the fantast¬ 
ical concept of his new 
movie The Forbidden 
Kingdom, he certainly 
had his doubts. 

“I would never make this kind 
of film,” he says, smiling. “For me, 
these kinds of films are ridiculous. 
It doesn't make sense. But the 
American audience, I think, is 
interested. So every time I make 
an American film, I trust the 
American writer and the 
American director.” 

The film sees New York young 
kung fu fan Jason Tripitikas 
(Michael Angarano) magically 
thrust into ancient China where 
he befriends wise kung fu master 
Lu Yan (Jackie Chan) and a war¬ 
rior played by Jet Li. They team 
up to free the Monkey King, who 
has been imprisoned by the pow¬ 
erful Jade War Lord. 

Jackie, who shot much of the 
movie on location in China, says: 
“This is just like a fantasy - a 
fairytale, but I made this movie 
because I know American culture 
and American people like it.” 

Despite Chan’s initial 
reservations, he couldn’t resist the 
chance to work with another 
famous Chinese movie fighter - 
Jet Li - either. 

After years of trying to team up 
on film, Chan had almost given 
up on the idea of working with 
him by the time Forbidden 
Kingdom came along. 

“I have always hoped to make 
movies with some people I really 
admire, like Dustin Hoffman and 
Robert De Niro, before I retire 
from this business,” he says. 

“Jet Li is someone whom I have 
wanted to work for more than ten 
years. Every time I see Jet we say, 
‘Let’s do it!’ This time it happened 


because Casey [Silver] the pro¬ 
ducer was in the middle. Every 
ten days he would call and tell me 
Jet Li was happy with the script, 
before sending it to me. He was 
the one flying back and forth 
making the whole thing happen.” 

But far from being a battle 
of the egos between two movie 
martial arts legends, Chan 
says coordinating fight scenes 


with Li felt comfortable. 

“After the first cut, the director 
comes up and says ‘Can you guys 
slow down?’,” Chan says with a 
laugh. 

“I want to show off quick and he 
wants to show off quick, but then 
we slowed down. It was fun. 
Fighting with him is very com¬ 
fortable. I’ve fought so many dif¬ 
ferent actors who just don’t know 


man 


how to fight. It makes you hurt 
and it doesn’t look good. And I 
think because I’m good, it makes 
him comfortable!” 

However, Li is, at 45, almost ten 
years younger than Chan at 54. As 
the energetic and animated star 
grows older, it inevitably becomes 
harder to perform the big kung-fu 
stunts, he did so effortlessly on 
film at a younger age. 

Hence one of the reasons Chan is 
trying to make the transition from 
kung fu movie star to serious actor. 

“I think for the last six or five 
years, I’ve changed my style,” he 
says, earnestly. “Right after the 
Forbidden Kingdom, I finished a 
movie called The Shinjuku 
Incident. It’s maybe one per cent 
action. Heavy drama. The next 
one will be big action, then maybe 
a love story. 

“I want to change. I want to be a 
real actor and not just an action 
star. An action star’s film life is 
very short. Jackie Chan is a myth 
and I’m in survival right now. 

“It’s been more than 30 years, 
but how much longer can I keep 
fighting? This is why I have to 
change, change, change. I’m not 
like I used to be - I’m tired.”

OCEAN WORLD: Sharks are among the creatures on view at Nausicaa in Boulogne - an easy, and superb, day trip 


A MAJOR new development has 
opened up in the sealife centre 
Nausicaa, which is one of Boulogne’s 
most popular tourist attractions. 

As well as its collection of tropical fish, re¬ 
creations of exotic nautical environments, 
sharks, sealions and penguins, the venue also 
has a new exhibition on the seas called The 
Sea - Live which has links to oceans across 
the world in real time as well as details of the 
environment and the people who live there. 

My family and I went into the large audi¬ 
torium for a glimpse of how tropical seas with 
their abundance of plant and marine life look 
and the problems they are facing. 

Now open and in place for the next two years 
the focus is on Madagascar and the Mozam¬ 
bique Channel. 

Audios and visuals give an account of the his¬ 
tory and formation of the land and seascape. 

The channel itself was formed 160 million 
years ago when a piece of land broke from the 
eastern side of Africa and formed the world’s 
fourth largest island. 

Located in the Indian Ocean, it has species 
quite distinct from elsewhere in the world. 

The display also featured interviews with 
experts on the evolution of this unusual area, 
as well as the importance of it to the creatures 
which live in the sea. 

Daily programmes can be modified to reflect 
conditions which exist in the area, bringing the 
imagery from this wonderful place completely 


up to date. We learnt that the ecosystem in the 
area is particularly fragile, and the display 
emphasises the intriguing story of the coela- 
canth, thought to have been extinct since prehis¬ 
toric times, but rediscovered in the last century. 

An interview with a fisheries expert also 
explained how it is most effective to maintain 
the supplies and thus benefit the natural 
environment, as well as the fishermen and the 
people who live in the area. 

Later, we took a simulated trip up a river 
estuary, and details of the land itself and its 


rainforest were revealed. 

Telescopes fixed to stakes in the sand enable 
pictures of fishing on the seabed to be trans¬ 
mitted and even locals’ huts are included. 

My family and I have always found 
Nausicaa a fantastic destination in its own 
right, but the fact that it’s in France just adds 
to the feel that you really are on holiday - even 
when it’s just a day trip. 

Add in a classy on-site restaurant with 
glorious sea views, and you might just be on to 
one of the experiences of the year.

Mortgage deals 
better with Abbey 

A NEW revised fixed rate mortgage deal 
has been launched by the Abbey. 

Those looking to take out mortgages 
are able to obtain two and three year 
fixed rates at up to 0.15 per cent less 
than previously offered. 

Abbey’s move is the latest in a series of 
recent changes by leaders in the market 
as a response to a fall in inter-bank lend¬ 
ing costs. 

Another company to cut back on rates 
recently was Woolwich which decreased 
fixed rates in some cases by up to 0.3 per 
cent. 

Such developments within the proper¬ 
ty industry have been viewed as a sign 
that the cost of mortgages is on a small 
down turn despite the lack of movement 
in interest rates. 

These have been held by the Bank of 
England in recent moves to stabilise the 
property market. 

Recently forecasters working for the 
Royal Bank of Scotland predicted that 
the base rate will remain at five per cent 
for the rest of this year, with the possibil¬ 
ity of movement in the first quarter of 
next year.

Agents confident of 
market turnaround 


Flood defence agreed 

Insurance and long-term strategies will help protect owners 


THE majority of estate agents across 
the UK are optimistic that house prices 
will be rising and the market buoyant a 
year from now. 

A survey of the industry conducted by 
Abbey said that 61 per cent of respon¬ 
dents were confident the downturn 
would be over in the next 12 months. 

And half of those contacted said they 
expected the time span to be just half 
that. 

Abbey’s head of mortgages Phil Cliff 
said: “Estate agents and homeowners 
believe that despite current movements 
in house prices we are unlikely to expe¬ 
rience a really prolonged fall.” 

Predictions such as these help to sta¬ 
bilise a volatile market and increase 
confidence for both investors and sellers. 

They are helped by banks lowering 
mortgage rates - which has taken place 
in some sectors of the business in the 
past few weeks. 

In the latest figures available in the 
market June saw a two per cent fall in 
house prices - a decrease of the 2.5 per 
cent recorded for May. 


THE insurance industry and the 
Government have reached an 
agreement to ensure householders 
are able to obtain protection 
against flooding. 

Both bodies have vowed to team up in a bid 
to protect properties at risk in a complemen¬ 
tary way. 

In recent years the county has seen serious 
flooding, particularly along the course of the 
River Medway. 

Fears over global warming have also added to 
improved sea defences along Romney Marsh. 

Other low-lying areas, such as Swale and 
other areas along the Thames Estuary, as well 
as Thanet, have also been cited as being at risk 
from waters. 

According to insurers they will assess some

properties at risk and the Government has 
promised to do more to protect housing from 
destructive waters. 

Under the new agreement, insurers will 
guarantee to provide protection to any proper¬ 
ty deemed to have a risk of less than one in 75 
from flood. 

In return, the Government has committed 
itself to a long-term 25-year strategy to 
improve flood defences across the UK 

Environment Minister Phil Woolas said: 
“The insurance companies very reasonably 
said that it is necessary to have a long-term 
strategy - 25 years is the figure that we are 
going ahead with. We are looking at coastal 
flooding as well as river flooding and surface 
water flooding to ensure that the increased 


investment that we have - and we have 
increased investment in flood defences quite 
substantially in this country - is sustained in 
the long term.” 

Mr Woolas said the Environment Agency 
should make use of new powers to block pro¬ 
posed developments at risk of flood and 
explained insurers were ready to offer 
improved premiums to householders who pro¬ 
tect their homes against the risks. 

He added: ‘What has changed is the climate 
change predictions the scientists are giving 
us; that the extreme weather conditions are 
going to increase in the decades to come. That 
requires a long-term strategy. 

“It is something we have been negotiating 
with the insurance industry in some detail. 
They, quite understandably, want to have assur¬ 
ances that homes are protected and we, quite 
understandably, want to do that in any event.”

Slick Tiguan answering 
a need for greener 4x4s 


OVERALL demand for 4x4s might 
be in the muck, but some are still 
squeaky clean. 

The VW Tiguan is one that ticks most boxes 
for a modern-day SUV (sports utility vehicle): 
compact footprint, top-notch engines, excellent 
on-road ability and decent off-road powers too. 

And VW hedged its bets by launching two 
Tiguans: an everyday model and the ‘Escape’ 
intended to allow owners to do just that. 

It puts most other compact ‘soft-roaders’ in 
their place when the going gets tough, with a 
shorter front overhang - that improves the 
styling in my opinion - radiator and sump 
guards, plus a standard-fit ‘off-road mode’ 
that optimises hill descent control and other 
driver/mechanical aids. 

But ‘long nose’ rather than Escape versions 
claim 95 per cent of Tiguan sales and usually 
in 2.0-litre diesel mid-range SE trim (£21,770 
for 138bhp version) as tested here, though 
high diesel fuel prices make a strong case for 
the so-called ‘twin charger’ Tiguan, featuring a 
lightweight 148bhp 1.4-litre petrol engine 
with supercharger and turbocharger, allowing 
decent economy plus diesel style pulling power

and low emissions. It certainly makes the 
Tiguan feel nimble and knocks around £1,000 
off prices for diesel equivalents. 

Nevertheless, the 2.0-litre diesel is the con¬ 
summate all-rounder: smooth, refined and 
powerful. 

The Tiguan interior is typical VW, mixing 
robust quality, good ergonomics and stowage 
and fine seating. Space engineering is excel¬ 
lent so, despite being roughly the same size as 
key competitors, the car feels more spacious 
and has a decent boot plus lift-up tailgate and 
room for a spare wheel. 

The car has a maximum five-star rating for 
occupant protection by Euro NCAP, plus four 
stars for child safety and two stars for pedes¬ 
trian protection. 

The Tiguan is also one of the best ‘drives’ in 
class. The ride is frrmish, but the chassis ensures 
that a relatively high vehicle comers with a flat 
stance. With the low down pulling power of the 
test car’s 2.0-litre diesel, the Tiguan can be 
pushed hard on a challenging road, aided by a 
precise six-speed gearbox allowing steady and 
quiet motorway cruising too.

FORGIVE a whiff of smugness at 
your local Skoda dealer this week 
when the all-new Superb model 
arrives. 

For this smart new model says a final goodbye 
to an era that lingered overlong - Skoda jokes. 

Mickey-taking began in the late 1980s 
when the Czech brand’s rear-engine Estelle 
began to look hopelessly obsolete against 
modem Western models such as the VW Golf 
and Ford Escort. 

A favourite jibe was “How do you double the 
value of a Skoda?

Skodas were cheap, spacious and mgged

Nevertheless, reliability and a successful 
rally heritage inspired loyalty amongst a 
small band of owners and dealers such as 
Adamsons at Walmer, Deal, which is now 
reaping the rewards of sticking with the brand 
for some 30 years through thick and thin. 

The thin was the Estelle. Proprietor Robbie 
Adamson admitted: “It had its funny ways, 
but it cost just £2,399 and came with two-and- 
a-half years’ warranty - quite a deal for those 
days. 

“Skoda is so different now though, since 
the takeover by VW. The little Fabia is our 
best-seller by far and the environmentally- 
friendly Greenline version is creating a lot of 
interest, while the Octavia is a fabulous option 
for business users.” 

But he added tomorrow’s unveiling of the 
luxurious yet still affordable new Superb 
would complete the brand’s transformation. 

Prices start from £15,490 and threaten 
cars like the Ford Mondeo, forthcoming 
Vauxhall Insignia and even the German exec¬ 
utive marques. 

Unlike the outgoing car, a stretched and 
‘warmed over’ VW Passat, the new car is a 


completely new model with dual-purpose load 
space access via a conventional bootlid 
that can also become a hatchback at the touch 
of a button.

It’s the brainchild of Bethersden 
businessman Andrew Frisby.

The club sold their allocation last week 
and have gone back for a further 300 tick¬ 
ets because demand in the county has been 
so high. 

Kent’s commercial and operations direc¬ 
tor Jon Fordham said the club were a little 
taken aback at the demand to see Key’s side 
in the final. 

He said: “It has been a novel experience 
which took us by surprise, really, because of 
the level of interest from supporters. 

“Last year for Twenty20 finals day we 
had to return about 500 tickets of the 1,600 
we were given. 

“But we sold out our allocation by 
Thursday morning and we managed to get 
a further 300 from the Rose Bowl. 

“By the looks of it we will have sold 1,800 
tickets, which will make Kent the best- 
supported club out of the four finalists.” 

While the Twenty20 tickets have been 
selling like the proverbial hot cakes, so too 
have places for the Friends Provident 
Trophy final against the Essex Eagles at 
Lord’s on August 16. 

The club have already sold their 4,500 
allocation and Fordham has been selling a 
further 1,000 that he received last week. 

Essex are yet to put their tickets on sale 
and it is expected they will be unable to sell 
their allocation and may have to return 
some. Fordham has not ruled out asking for 
some more for Kent if the demand is still 
high.
